Already a spirit of bitterness is de- 
veloping. Reports continually reach 
the leaders of the would-be strikers 
that the companies are preparing to 


import workers to operate the lines. | 


Some of the railroad companies are 
building shanties for strike-breakers, 
where they can offer the most resist- 
ance to the unionists. Emergency food 
depots are also being established. 

Tt is clear that the Amalgamated So- 
ciety of Railway Servants under Sec- 
retary Richard Bell's skillful leader- 
ship, means to fight, but only 100,000 
out of a total of 600,000 railway work- 
ers in the country belong to this so- 
ciety.

How far the society can reach be- 
yond its official limits in bringing about 
a strike is the question of the hour.

HISTORY OF CASE.

Magill, her husband, and Miss Fay 
Graham, a young woman who had 
been a close friend of the family, were 
married. Four days later, in San 
Diego, Cal., Magill and his second wife 
were arrested on a charge of murder- 
ing the first Mrs. Magill. They were 
brought back to Clinton and secured 
a change of venue to this eie. 

The State claimed that Magill and 
Miss Graham, by their conduct, had 
driven Mrs. Magill to suicide and were, 
therefore, guilty of murder. The de- 
fense introduced letters written by 
Mrs. Magill shortly before her death, 
in which she complained of “unbear- 
able headaches,” and constant nagging 
of her husband's relatives.

VANCOUVER (B. C.) Oct. 18.—{ Ex-

Oriental liner Tartar, outward bound 


for Yokohama, narrowly escaped being 


sunk last night in a dense fog. 
Twenty miles off Vancouver harbor, 


in the Gulf of Georgia, she was struck 


in collision by the steamer Charmer, 
the ferryboat operating between Van- 
couver and Victoria. 


Twenty thousand dollars damage was 
done by the crumpling of the bows of 


the steamer Charmer. 


Damage to ves- 


sel and cargo in the case of the Tartar 


will probably be not less than $100,000, 
even if the big steamer is not a total 


Aboard the Tartar the fog signals of 


the Charmer were not heard until sud- 
denly the ferry steamer, running fif- 


teen miles an hour, rammed the liner 


out from a wall of fog. A hole seven 


feet long at the water line was stove 


into the forecastle of the Tartar. Im- 
mediately the Charmer backed away 
and was lost in the fog. Water rushed 
into the Tartar at a great speed. Life- 
boats were launched, but bulkheads 
held tight, and, though the vessel sank 
by the bows she was able to start bac 
for Vancouver. 
HINDUS IN PANIC. 

When the crash came 100 Hindus, 
who were being deported, became 
panic stricken and the officers had an 
exciting time restoring order. The 
Chinese crew behaved well. 

In the meantime the Charmer's pas- 
Sers had been put off in lifeboats 
and they were soon picked up by the

cided that he must beach the 

to save her from going to the bottom, 
and he started for land. All night 
long and big vessel nosed her «ay 
through the fog, her officers completely 
lost and unable to find shore. 

Eariv this morning she pumped on 
the rocks, and when the fog cleared 
she wag lying on the English Bay 
bathing beach at the western end of 
the city. This evening there is twenty 
f. t of water in her hold. Her bow is 
away down and her propeller sticking 
high in the air. All her passengers 
were taken off and brought to the 


city. 

Her hull may de punctured with 
rocks in a dozen places. She is badly 
exposed in case of a storm and alto- 
gether the chances of getting her off 
are slender. 

FINALLY MAKES PORT. 

The Charmer was unable to find the 
entrance to the harbor in the darkness 
and fo and it was not until noon to- 
day that she appeared. 

Capt. Whitely declared that he heard 
the Tartar thirteen minutes before the 
collision and whistled a signal that 
he was turning to port to pass. He 
did so. but evidently did not go far 
enough. The Tartar is worth a quar- 
ter of a million dollars and had been 
sold recently to a Japanese firm. This 
was to have been her last trip for the 
_anadian Pacific Railway Company. 
Her cargo consisted of cotton, flour. 
machinery and canned salimon, all told 
worth $160,000.

SEMI-MONTHLY. 


Minere in Goldfield District 
Adopt New Rule. 


Only Few Smaller Properties 
Are Aff ected. 


Nearly All Companies Had 
Observed Plan.

GOLDFIELD (Nev.) Oct. 18.—Several 
of the smaller proporties in the Gold-

YACHT MONSOON SOLD 
TO NORTHERN SAILOR. 


HE sloop yacht Monsoon, formerly 

of the South Coast Yacht Club, is 

to be shipped to San Francisco to- 
day, on the steamer Hanalei. Mon- 
soon was sold to Commodore F. G. 
Phillips of the San Francisco Yacht 
Club last week, and will be the flag- 
ship of that club next year. She was 
built two years ago by Capt. Joe Pugh, 
after plans by Gardner, the eastern 
designer. 

Capt. Pugh sailed her in most of the 
races of the S.C.Y.C. during the two 
last seasons, and it was with a great 
deal of regret that he hauled her out, 
this week, and crated her for the trip 
north. She is one of the fastest thirty- 
footers in local waters, but has never 
won a real sailing contest. 

This year she won both the Catalina 
and Santa Barbara ocean races, but 
in the regular club contests, over a 
measured course, she never did better 
than to come in second. In the Venice 
regatta, Monsoon broke adrift from her 
moorings and went on the beach. It 
was feared at first that she would be 
a total loss, but after pounding heav- 
ily for nearly twenty-four hours, she 


was floated by the tug Redondo, with’ 


— greater damage than a broken 


Monsoon is one of the handsomest 
boats ever seen in these waters, hav- 
ing beautiful shear and very fine 
lines. But, in the opinion of local 
vachtsmen, she was not beamy enough 
for her immense sail area. When 
launched in northern waters she will 
be rerigged and her sails cut down.

TRINIDAD (Colo.) Oct. 18.—East- 
bound passenger train No. 4, the San- 
ta Fé California Limited on the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad. 
Was wrecked early this morning at 
Earl, a small station twenty miles 
worth of Trinidad. 

The passengers were severely shaken 
up, though none was killed or fatally 
injured. 

Engineer John Thomas of Raton, 
N. M., was crushed to death under his 
engine, and Fireman Albert Boying- 
ton of Trinidad was fatally injured. 

The injured: Tommy Burns, prize 
fighter, Oakland, Cal., hip sprained; 
Burns's manager, Billy Neall, ankle 
sprained: A. Couland, retired mer- 
chant, of San Francisco, injured about 
the hip by being thrown from a berth; 
Mrs. C. W. Coberly, Kankakee, III., 
thrown violently from her berth, in- 
ternal injuries; Henry Smith, Tulare, 
Miss., thrown out of a berth and hurt 
about the back and ankles; Nat Fi- 
per, Pueblo, Colo., thrown out of a 
berth, severe bruises; James Monroe, 
Portland, Or., cut in head; Mrs. Wil- 
liam Smithers, Seattle, Wash., a 
broken hip: Miss Nancy Nolan, San 
Francisco, injured about the chest;

And now the Grosse building at 
Spring an: j Sixth streets is the center 
of one of the most complicated mix- 
ups on re rord. and the Abbot Kinney 
Company is held more or less responsi- 
ble, altly ough not affected by the suit. 
which #s now on trial before Judge 
Hutton’ in the Superior Court. 

John Grosse, owner of the Grosse 
buildinj x, is the plaintiff, against Fred 
Barmain, and Max Goldschmidt. He 
sues Q 12% per cent. of the profits 
from {the building for the six months 
ended December 81, 1906. The defend- 
ants Gay—in legal phraseology— There 
ain't, no profits.” The case came be- 
fore Judge Hutton yesterday, and he 
is sf tpposed to ‘decide whether there 
wer, any profits or not, technical or 
Oth -1-wise. 

O rginally. the Abbot Kinney com- 
was the owner of the lot at the 
co r of Spring and Sixth, where the 
Gr sse building now stands. But back 
in 1903 Kinney leased to Barman and 
Ge Adschmidt the ground upon the basis 
of a sliding scale beginning at $300 a 
wT nth, going to $400, and beginning

The reason alleged was that the 
taxes, insurance, repairs and other ex- 
tra expenses all had to be paid out of 
this six months“ income. 

Grosse contends that these extra ex- 
penses ought to be spread over the 
period for which thev are chargeable, 
and not lumped in one six months. The 
plaintiff claims that after all regular 
and proportionate expenses are de- 
ducted the sum due him under the 1 
per cent. contract is $897.65. He wants 
it, and the defendants refuse to pay it. 

It's up to Judge Hutton to unravel 
the tangle and divide the profits on 
the 12% per cent. basis—if there are 
any profits.

RIGHTS OF CITY. 
SKIRMISH IN BOND FIGHT. 
An important skirmish was fought 
out before Judge Houser in the Su- 
perior Court yesterday between As- 
sistant City Attorney Lewis L. Works 
for the city, as defendant, against At- 
torneys Trippet and McCutcheon, rep- 
resenting A. St. C. Perry, as plaintiff. 
The fight was over a demurrer filed 

by Attorney Works. 

Perry in his complaint attacks the 
method of expending money secured 
by the city from the sale of bonds 
for the construction of the Owens Riv- 
er aqueduct and outfall sewer, or any 
other bonds which come under the 
headings of the charges which he 
makes. The defendants are the city, 
Mayor Harper, the City Council, Board 
of Public Works and City Treasurer 
Hance 


The plaintiff claims that under the 
law all contracts and all work done 
in which bond money is used must 
be advertised for when the expenditure 
is over $500. If this contention were 
upheld by the courts,.it would mea 
that on every bit of work on the O 
ens River costing more than $500, bid 
would have to be advertised. for. IT 
same rule will apply to other work 
undertaken by the city, similar to the 
successful work on the outfall sewer, 
when all contractors had given up af- 
ter terrific expense. 9 

Assistant City Attorney Works made 
a fight on technicalities and filed a de- 
murrer, in which he charged that the 
complaint was unsound, in that there 
was a misjoinder of parties, and that 
the Mayor, the Council and the Board 
of Public Works had no right to be 
brought in under the contentions in 
the complaint, which is simply to 
prevent City Treasurer Hance. pay- 
ing out money on work wherein the 
contract has not been advertised for. 
He holds that the city and its Treas- 
urer would be sufficient. 

There was a long discussion over 
the legal points involved, and Attor- 
ney Trippet accused Mr. Works of go- 
ing into technicalities. 

“I intend to take all legal means, 
both technical and others, to fight this 
case, asserted Mr. Works. 

It was finally decided to submit the 
question on briefs at thirty. ten and 
five days. But only then will the fight 
really begin. It ig believed a cpterie 
of contractors are back of the com- 
plaint.

LIND WOMAN’S 
STEPS DOGGED. 


SHE ALLEGES CONTRACTOR WAS 
HER PERSECUTOR. 


Mrs. Camille Mining Tells Court 
Charles Gow Followed Her Con- 
stantly, Urging Attentions That 
Annoyed Her—He Will Have Thirty 
Days of Probation. *

Sobbing as if her heart would break; 
Mrs. Camille Mining, who its blind, 
told in Justice Frederickson’s Police 
Court yesterday that for more than a 
year Charles Gow, a contractor, had 
followed her day and night, humiliet- 
ing her.and causing her grief and 
anguish. 

Gow, tall and slender, with a thin 
black moustache, was in court an 4 
charge of disturbing the peace. He 
pleaded not guilty as charged, and 
Mrs. Mining was called as chief wit- 
ness against him. 

Gow had been arrested at the wom- 
an's request. Several days ago at No. 
426 West Seventh streét, Mrs. Mining 
fell downstairs in an attempt to get 
away from Gow, who, she believed, 
was pursuing her. Gow followed . her 
to the Receiving Hospital, where she 
was taken for surgical attendance, and 
there he was arrested. 

“This m has followed me for many 
months,” sobbed Mrs. Mining. “He 
has been at my elbow, nudging my 
arm, wherever I might turn. In fact, 
he has just harassed the life out of 
me with his proposals of marriage. I 
have lived tn most of the cities in 
Southern California, trying to avoid 
this man, but he persists in following 


me. 
“Once, when I moved to Riverside, 1 
thought I was rid of him, but he 
walked into the boarding-house, where 
I was staying. one day. From that 
time on he made me miserable. Why, 
I do not know what the man looks 
like. He professes to love me and 
says he wants to marry me. 

“T have been blind ten years, and 
have been studying elocution recently, 
in the hope that I could make my liv- 
ing on the stage. This man has brok- 
en up all my plans. 

“Often I have felt some one take 
my arm and assist me across a street. 
When I Went to thank him, I have 
heard this man laugh, and I would 
know he had been playing his tricks 
on me.

Would Have Been Captured When 
on Famous “March to the Sea” if 
Faithful Sergeant Had Not Refused 
to Obey Orders and Given Up His 
Horse. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME, Oct. IS Gen. 0. 
H. LaGrange, governor of the home, 
was one of the principals a few days 
ago in an enjoyable reunion, when a 
visitor stepped into the governor's of- 
fice and announced himself as Capt. 
Daniel Farrier, late of the Second In- 
diana Cavalry, who had been a fellow- 
officer in the brigade commanded by 
the general forty-three years ago. The 
meeting of the two old friends was as 
touching as it was cordial, and, at the 


iniscences of “peril by flood and field,” 
when both in their young manhood 
were comrades-in-arms. were re- 
counted to the end of the chapter.
